To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

My Drtan Sim,—Having lately arrived on a 
short visit to British America, from Virginia, 
Ihave thought thatit might not be altogeth- 
or uninteresting to your readera to learn « 
few facts connected with the impeachment 
at that place, and the impending trial at 
Richmond, of Mr, Davis, that illustrious chief 
of un doomed cause, who, now, for more than 
a year, has beon languishing in sorrow, and, 
until lately, In utter loneliness, a captive in 
the Federal Bastile, Fortress Monroe, at Old 
Point, 

For the first time, since the war, the Su- 
preme Court of the United States was con- 
vened with full powers, and beyond all re- 
striction of military law, at Norfolk, on 
Tuesday, the ninth of May. ‘Lhe people of 
Virginia have suffered and sacrificed so mach 
in thelr struggle for Independence, that the 
mere meeting of a court, clvil or military,

‘The reserve of 
notes is reduced to £80,000, so that it is 
quite within the power of any one of the 
great joint stock banks by withdrawing its 
current balance to force the Bank of Eng- 
land to avail itself of the authorization con- 
tainen in the recent treasury letter,” 

There seems to be now a fair prospect that 
the bank will be able to tide over the crisis 
without violating the law, The £882,000

Drinking in New York, 


The amount of drinking in New York 
city is almost incredible. en thousand 
drinking places are supported by those who 
indulge in the useof liquors, As might be 
expected, the crime resulting from these 
hot-beds of iniquity is most alarming, It 
is atated upon nuthority thut during last 
year the Metropolitan Police force made 
seventy thousand arrests for drunkenness, and 
Sor crimes resulting from drunkenness, This 
is horrid, and it is hoped that the Board of 
Excise will taithfully carry out the mea 
sures which they have adopted to effect a 
reformation. Of this the Hzam.d: Ohronicle 
observes: At n recent meeting, they de 
cided to commence the issue of licenses on 
the first of next month, and to discrimin 
ate, as far ns possible, in favor of the most 
respectable, or perhaps we should aay the 
leant disreputable, keepers of bar-rooms, 
and other drinking resorts, Hitherto avery 
body could get license to sell liquor; and 
the consequence is that there are to day not 
fewer than ten thousand drinking places of 
every grade, in New York alone. A few 
hundred of these mre what ia styled “re. 
apecrable.” That is to any, the customer 
is served with whiskey, gin, rum, wine, or 
whatover he may call for, and the propri- 
ctors ure careful to keep their places decent 
and quiet, and from rows, Any unfortu- 
nate who happens to get too much, and be 
comes disagreeably noisy, is unceremonious- 
yy put out, to stagger, perhaps, into some 
don where the management is lows nice, 
and where he will stand a good chance of 
being robbed. But under the now regula- 
tions, Ho bar-room, which is known to be 
the resort of thieves, or other disreputable 
persons, will be licensed, nor will any cor 
ner grocery be permittod to sell alo, or other 
liquors, over the counter, ris this all. 
The Board have decided to divide Heenses 
into two clawies; the price of a license to 
retail beer, ale, and spirituous liquors being 
fixed at two hundred and fifty dollars, and 
that of o license to retail beer or ale lone 
at one hundred

To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

Uutoa, Nv Y,, June 6th, 1866, 

| A residence of seyenteen years in this 
| country has convinced me, that the Amert- 
can ptople, to a certain oxtent, exist upon 
excitement, or rather chat excitement or 
“sensation” is necessary to existence, Dar- 
ing the above period of yeara, the. number 
of “sensations” which have held their day, 
and been recorded with the past, memory 
fails to restiscituté, but I may allude to the 
Oulifornin gold’ excitement, the Lopez-Cu- 
bian expedition, ‘the Walker-Nicaragua 
invasion, the Louis Kossuth furor,the Jenny 
Lind nonsensleal enthusiasm, and other 
minor events which transpired —“sensation- 
ul” in their Character—till “ Bleeding Kan- 
sas," and Old John Brown's raid into Vir- 
ginin, furnished cornér-stones for the great 
rebelllon—an item, which an, unprejudiged 
alien would naturally suppose would haye 
glutted the most‘ sensatioaal epicure.” — 
But such is not the case, With no further 
than an allusion to the Assassination sof 
President Lincoln, the capture of Jefferson 
Davis, the trial and execution of the assus- 
sins—-all sensational—I will refer to more 
recent events, 

Tho difficulty existing between President 
Johnson and Congress, respecting the 
proper mode of “reconstructing” the late 
rebellious States, wrought up the public 
mind to almost feverish heat, and while the 
Democratic party advocated the deposition 
of Congress at the point of the bayonet, 
the extreme Radical portion of the Repub- 
lican party—a large, majority -= seriously 
contemplated theimpeachment of the Presi- 
dent.

The following, copied from the Soottish 
American, we have no doubt, will be inter- 
eating to our readers in the present exciting 
state of affairs ;— E 

Mr, Gale, F.C. S., the discoverer of the 
process by which gunpowder can be ren- 
dered non-explosive and explosive at plea- 
sure, has just invented a very ingenious 
piece of mechanism which, on being app i- 
ed to small arms, will enable bim to dis- 
charge them with far greater rapidity than 
has been ble hitherto. It consists of 
4 longitudinal piece of steel perforated for 
bullets and fitting into a pistol between the 
atock and the barrel at right angles to the 
weapon. A revolying screw worked by the 
trigger moves the bur on, and at each 
movement one of the holes in the bar is 
brought opposite the barrel of the pistol, 
and ashot is fired. The bar atlast passes 
out atthe other side with all its shot ex- 
pended, and can then be loaded again and 
usedas before, Supposing each bar to con- 
toin ten shot, and a soldier to be provided 
with balf a dozen such, he could load*and 
discharge at the rate of sixty roundi-a 


minute, if necessary, thus far pha oe

We have given several plans for training 
the Tomato, by the use of trellises, sur- 
rounding the plant by a frame of éticks and 
hoops, and the Fench method of growing 
to a single stem.

The British Government have at lakt ob- 
tained » muzzle loading rifle, which is pro- 
nounced by competent authorities to be 
oven better than the Prussian ‘needle gan,” 
and which will shortly be intradueéd asthe 
regulation small arn. ‘ 
Tt ja nconverted Enfield on the Snider 
system, with improved ammunition devised 
by the Woolwich Laboratory. This rifle 
possesses the advantages of being simple, 
safo, cheap, non-capping, snd: little linble 
to get out of order, Moreover, it does not 
require such a reduction of the stock as vo 
destroy the efficiency of a weapon which 
for military purposes is required to act as 
pike na well/aga firearm, It may bo Worth 
while, perliaps, to repeat a general descrip:

the disease which had so seriously affected 
and destroyed so many cattle in Europe, 
and that they might therfore be safely im- 
ported, but this was a grave error, as he 
would proceed to show, and one which 
would not be too soon dissipated. Tp his 
opinion it was the special duty of Parlia- 
ment to inquire whether this was not the 
case, and, if found to be as he represented 
it, to use every means at its dispc to ar 
rest the importation of sheep As well as 
other cattle, It was said that the pest had 
reached New York, and that the authori- 
ties had imperatively ordered the removal 
of the animals. If the disease were there, 
it was time we should take warning, and 
especially if sheep of recent importation 
were in the Province, steps should be tak- 
en to obviate the possibility of their spread 
ing the disease, should it develop itself 
among them, ‘That sheep (jd become: in- 
fected, ancl were the means of spreading 
contagion, he would prove from evidence 
which he thought unexceptionable, He 
would first read an extract from the Re- 
port of the British Commissioners appoint 
ed to inquire into the origin and nature of 
the cattle plague. The Commpssioners say 
‘both sheep and dogs can carry the seeds 
of the disease so that they sould he care- 
fully looked after, lest in having access to 
diseased cattle they may attach to  them- 
selves portions of excrement and discharg- 
es and communicate the contagion to sound 
cattle, The farmer will do well to recol- 
lect that both sheep and goats take the 
plague in a yirulenc m, although they 
are not perhaps quite so susceptible as 
horned cattle; but even when they do not 
take the disorder, the wool of the sheep 
and the hair of the goats can long retain 
the morbific matter and then transfer it to 
cattle,” He would now offer to the House 
some quotations from the evid taken 
before the Commissioners in further proof 
of the allegation that sheep were liable to 
the disease and consequently to aid in 
spreading it, Question to Dr, Jones, Is 
it true that no positive contagion has been 
found in the case of Miss Burdett Coutt’s 
animals ? Answer, Not directly by contact 
with diseased cattle. I think that there is 
a way of explaining by the possibility of 
other animals, sheep or dogs, which had 
been with infected beasts coming in con- 
tact with them, Again we are compelled 
to conclude that the cattle had received 
the contagion from sheep, Dr, Jones then 
gives an account of sheep who bad been 
brought for several days to the cattle mar- 
ket without being sold, and who while 
there had received the contagion from dis- 
eased cattle, and then placed in a fleld 
Separated from the cattle which become 
Subsequently infected, by only a wire fence. 
Mr, Read answers. ‘It has been observec 
in Hungary and Austria, that the Rinder- 
pest attacks sheep as well as cattle.’ Dr, 
Playfair, “It isonly known that cattle 
can take the disease from sheep, but 
whether the infectious mutter becomes 
milder in its operation by passing through 
the sheep, has not yet been ascertained.” 
The Hon, member gave a large number o} 
other instances some proying directly that 
the disease had been communicated to cat- 
tle by sheep, but we have no room for them, 

Hon. Mr. Arkens desired to know what 
the hon, member was at? There was no 
motion as yet before the House. (‘The mo- 
tion credited to the Hon. Mr, Read above 
had not yet been made.)

THER EUROPRAN CRISIS, 
The European crisis was unchanged, The 
abandonment of the Conference,the absence 
of anything like negotiations between the 
armed powers, and the continuance of mili- 
tary moyements are regarded as evidence 
that war is all but inevitable, 
Prince Frederick Charles and his staff 
had a farewell audience of the King of 
Prussia on the 6th, aud would forthwith 
leave for the head-quarters of tho Prussian 
army in Silesia, It is thought probable 
that the King would proceed during the 
ensuing week, 
It is reported that 40,000 Prussian troopa 
are stationed along the frontier at Posen, 
and that the Russian frontier near Cracow 
is also partially occupied, 
The semi-oflicial provincial correspond- 
ent of Berlin announces that the neutral 
Powers have thanked Prussia for her read 
iness to support their efforts to pre: 
peace, and haye acknowledged that she is 
now again completely free to take what- 
ever determination she may deem expedi- 
ent, The same journal says that Prussia, 
haying protested against the convocation of 
the estates of Holstein, will doubtless fol- 
low up the protest by active measures. 

It is reported in Vienna that Prussia con- 
curs in the attitude assumed by Austria, 

A public meeting at Altona adopted res 
elutions thanking Austria for her declara- 
tion in the Federal Diet, and expressing 
the determination of the inhabitan’ 
hold the right of disposing of their own 
destinies by forming duchies into separate 
German States, under the sovereignty of 
the Prince of Augustenburg, 

The Times remarks how great a tempest 
is rolling round to the point where the first 
wrong Was done, It is all for Holstein 
that Silesia is menaced; but it is terrible 
to think how the storm may spread. Inthe 
rear of Italy stands France, and in the rear 
of Austria stands Russia, The designs of 
Italy against the Adriatic Provinces of 
Austria have suggested some political con- 
cert between the Emperor and Sultan; nor 
did anybody seem to doubt that the war, 
which begins upon the Baltic may extend 
to the Black Sea. 

The Morning Post says the convocation 
of the estates of Holstein by Austria, was 
probably made with the express object of 
precipitating war, 

The Prussian Minister at Hamburg lodg- 
ed an attachment upon all funds held by 
the Holstein Government in Hamburg 
Banks, 


GREAT BRITAIN, 

The principal feature in the English news 
is again financial—the Agra & Masterman’s 
Bank haying suspended payment. The re- 
cent false reports of bank failures extended 
to India, and the managers of the Indian 
branches telegraphed for such assistance as 
the directors, in view of the existing crisis, 
were unable to afford without heavy sacri- 
fices, and, therefore, in the interests of cred- 
itors and shareholders, resolved on Suspen- 
sion. The capital ia £3,000,000, half paid 
up. The present liabilities haye not yet 
heen ascertained. ‘The bauk has numerous 
branches in India, China and Australiajand 
the effect of the disaster is likely to be more

To the Filitor of the Intelligencer, 


Ustoa, N. ¥., June 20, 

Sin,—The ignominious collapse of the 
Fenian invasion has, undoubtedly, relieved 
the minds of loyal Cunadians from an an- 
noyance, which, however brief its existence, 
was sufficient to carry mourning to many a 
hearthstone, and interfere with the busi 
operations of thousands who otherwise 
would now be pursuing the nyocations of 
peace, instead of being olothed in mar- 
tial habilaments, and pertorming duty on 
the frontier, Were it not that each drop 
of loyal blood shed in repelling the inva: 
sion was worth the lives of the entire ma- 
rauding horde who invaded the peaceful 
shore of Canada, it is a matter of regret 
that a larger vumber of the vagabonds had 
not assisted and thus have given them con- 
fidence enough to encounter a piratical 
force approaching numerically, their own 
ruftianly band, 

Last weck was a busy one on. the differ- 
ent railroads of this State. Each train and 
“extras! were loaded with returning Fe 
nians. ‘The contrast between their going 
and coming” was’ most striking. A few 
days before they passed northward, over- 
flowing with martial enthusiasm and bad 
whiskey. Deeds of valor were promised, 
the performance of which wonld have 
eclipsed the heroism displayed by the 
knights of the crusades.

Sin,—In accordance with your orders, I 
left Toronto, per train, at 2 p.m., on the 2d 
instant,with four field guns, &e.,under com- 


had not left theircamp. At about 
fee ioak Treceived a telegram from Col. 
Booker, despatched before he was joined 
by Captain Akers, informing me that he 
tad gen orders to attack the enemy at 
Fort’Erie. At about half-past three I re- 
ceived another one from Captain Akers, 
despatched after he bad reached Port Col- 
borne, saying the enemy was at French 
Creek, and proposing that Lt, Col. Booker's 
force should advance on Fort Erie, and join 
ws at Frenchman's Creck. At about 4 30 
o'clock I was joined by the seven compan- 
ies of volunteers from St. Catherines, form- 
ed into a battalion 850 strong, under Lt. 
Col. Currie, and by the e ted reinforce- 
ment under Lt. Col. Villiers, of the 47th 
Regiment, which consisted of 150 men ot 
the 47th, and of the 10th Royals, 415 strong 
onder Major Boxall. The volunteers, he- 
ing unprovided with the means of carrying 
ions and of cooking them, had not 
Bain able to comply with an order I had 
sent the previous evening, that they were 
to bring provisions in their haversacks. 
saw that the absolute necessity of furnish- 
ing them with some would cause delay,and 
telegraphed to Port Colborne that I should 
be one hour later in starting. We march- 
ed at 7 o'clock, leaving the Garrison Vol- 
unteer Battery, from St. Catherines, under 
Capt: Stoker, to hold Chippewa. The day 
was oppressively hot, and our guides took 
us bya road much longer than was neces-- 
sary. When about three miles from Ste- 
vensville, at about 11 o,clock, I received a 
few words from Lieut. Col. Booker, written 
st 730 o'clock to the effect that he had just 
received my telegram, but that he was at- 
tacked in force by the enemy ata place 
three miles south of Stevensville. At the 
same time, I received information that he 
had retired on Ridgeway. I encamped a 
little further on at a small place called 
New Germany, scross a road leading due 
south to Stevensville. At about 4 o'clock, 
having received information that the en- 
emy was falling back on Fort Erie, I left 
everything behind that would encumber 
the men and started to follow them. At 
the moment of starting we received an 
papers accesion to our strength by the 
arrival of the Cavalry Body Guard of 
His Excellency the Governor General, 55 
strong, under Major Denison. We march- 
ed until dark, and halted two and a half 
miles from Fort Eric, the men sleeping 
on their arma, due precautions being ob- 
served. During the night, I sent out 
scouts to collect information, It appears 
that the Fenians, on retiring, had posted 
themselves at once near the old Fort. 
Some said that they bad been reinforces|, 
some that they were attempting to rocross 
into the United States. I also heard that 
three companies of the 16th Regt,, and 
three companies of the 60th Rifles had ar- 
rived at our vacated camp at New Germany 
and that a force had reached Black Creek ; 
also that 10 more companies of volunteer 
militia had arrived at Port Colborne, The 
Volunteer Garrison Battery which I had 
left at Chippawa, joined me during the 
night, Anxious to prevent the escape of 
the Fenians, I sent word to the officers com- 
canting at those places that I was going 
to attack Fort Eric, and aaked when they 
would beable to co-operate. Subsequent- 
ly, fresh reports of the attempts of the F 
niana to escape having reached me, I de- 
termined to advance at once, We were 
about to move when Lt. Col, the Hon, J, H. 
Cameron came into camp and informed me 
that the Fenians had escaped, This intel- 
ligence caused great mortifleation in my lit- 
tle force. 1 desired Major Denison to scour 
the country and enter the town. He sent 
mo & message that he was informed that 
there was still a body of Fenians about the 
old Fort. We at once marched in that di- 
rection, skirmishing through the woods. 
ee Denison soon informed me that they 
really had escaped, Asmany scouts and 
farm people assured us they had not encap- 
ed, we took m long sweep through the 
woods, On ourright on Lake Eric, a few 
stragglers were seen, and four were report- 
ed shot. On entering the old fort traces 
were found of its having been recently oc- 
eapied. During the short operations which 
extended cay torty hours, the troops under 
fny command underwent very great fatigue, 
and bore it with the best spirit and cheer-

Sear answer to St. Catharines, At the 
Hamilton station, I learned that the detach- 
ment of the 60th Royal Rifles and 16th 
Regiment, which had been at first ordered 
to join me there, lad ulrendy proceeded by 
railway to reinforce Col, Peacocke who, the 
Superintendent of the Great Western Rail- 
way said, had twice telégraplied for rein- 
forcements. Under thése circumstances, 
and finding at St.Catharines no answer from 
Port Colborne, and tliat difficulty and delay 
would be occasioned in getting the train 
from the Great Western Railway to tlie line 
of the Welland Railroad, I determined to 
proceed to Clifton and thence to the sup- 
Po of Col. Peacocke, en route to Ft. Eric. 
arrived at Clifton abont 8 p.m,, and was 
there, a few ours after, joincd by Colonel 
Stephens, with n volunteer force to'the 
number of 350, which hud boen despatch- 
ed by steamer from Toronto to Port Dal- 
housie, to meet moat St. Catharines. At 
Clifton Treceived pressing telegrams urging 
me to proceed to ussume command at Bort 
Colborne, whence I also received an urgent 
request for rations and ammunition, report- 
ed exhausted, Believing an carly arrival 
at Fort Brie to be most important, I des 
patched all the rations and ammunition I 
could spare to Port Colborne, T telegraph- 
ed to Col. Peacocke to send Lieut, Col. 
Villiers, if possible, across: the country to 
Port Colborne to command the volunteers 
at that place; but soon finding that impoa- 
sible, telegraphed to Captain Akers, R. B., 
to nastime that duty, adding thar I didnot 
anticipate pressure at that point. Having 
waited for the Erie Railway line to be clear- 
ed of other trains, I proceeded at 8:40 a.m., 
on the 8d inst, to Black Creekyat which 
place I had telegraphed to the officers com- 
manding detachments of the 60th Rifles 
and 16th Regiment, if not in communica- 
tion with Col, Peacocke, to incet me at 
daybreak, . Afiersome delay, I was joined 
by 200 rank and file of the Goth, under 
Captain Travers, and by 140 rank and file 
of the 16th, under Captain Hogue. As the 
railway line had not been previously open 
foritransport, I awaited ita examination by 
Lieut. Col. the Hon, J. He Cameron, who 
had joined me at midnight, at Clifton, from 
some point in advance, and who proceeded 
with a locomotive engine for that purpose. 
On Lt.-Col, Cameron’s report that the road 
was passable, I proceeded toa point about 
throe miles nort!: of Fort i called 
Frenchman's Creek, said to be the nearest 
point to where che Fenians were reported 
skirmishing, and fast escapioy across the 
river. Here, unloading the force from the 
railway care, Ladyanced with some volun 
teer companies, Uie detachment of the 16th 
Regiment and the 60th R. RK. towards the 
Niagara river, throwing out an advance 
gourd and a few skirmishers in the woods 
on cither flank, As soon as two fleld, guns 
could be got out, they were pressed to the 
front; but on reaching the river, Colonel 
Wolseley, who had passed on horseback to 
the front, found we were too Jate, and that 
Fenian prisoners, to the number, apparent- 
ly, Of some five or seven hundrod, were in 
4 large barge made fast astern of the Unit- 
éd States war steamer Michigan, lying in 
the centre of the stream, I roached Fort 
Erie at about 6:15 a, m., and found that 
whole village iad been abundoned. Soon 
afterwards, 1 was jolned by the force under 
Col, Peacocke, who hud come up through 
the woods to the right, bringing in some 
Prisoners, “The whole force was now hur- 
tledly placed fn position on the rising 
Kround at the rear of the village of Eric.

I telegraphed to 
Lt.-Col, Denison, with 450 men, to halt at 
Suspension Bridge, One company of yol 
unteers is at Chippewa, and more than 250 
men are at Port Colborne, under Major 
Skinner, In concluding my report of the 
last 48 hours—a report which should, but 
for the nature of the duties and the pi 
sure of telegraph communication, ha 
been submitted before—I have the ho 
to state the following :—Thut I have recei 
ed greater benefit than T can well expr 
from Col. Wolscley’s indefatigable energy, 
judgment and promptitude of resource ; 
that Lt, Turner, R. B,, has proved of the 
greatest assistance to me, night and day 
working with a thorough spirit and most 
wise forethought; that Lt.-Col, Cumber- 
land, A. D. G,, has spared no trouble or ex 
ertions to give me information and to ren 
der valuable assistance in every way—in 
matters connected with railway transit, his 
knowledge has proved specially useful ; the 
untiring nature of the exertions made by 
the Hon, J. Hillyard Cameron, M. P. P., 
alao deserves cordial acknowledgment; 
Officers and men, whether ot the regular 
or yolunteger service, did all in their power 
to reach and ré-occupy Fort Brie at the 
enrliest moment, and to arrest the flight 
which had been almost completed before 
our arrival, All appears quiet at present 
on this frontier, I find I have forgotten to 
state that General Barry, U.S. A., offered 
tofurnish me with the eurliest notice of 
any intended moyements of importance 
which might come to his knowledge among 
the Fenians in the States, Capt, Bryson, 
commander of the United States war steam- 
er Michigan, apprised me that he had tele- 
graphed to Washington for instructions 1s 
to the disposal of his 700 prisoners. T re- 
plied that that was a matter for settlement 
by our respective Governments,

COL. DENNIS’ REPORT, 
Entre, 4th June, 1866. 
Commanding 


Cov, Lowry, 
Frontier. 
Srr,—Avalling myself of the earliest mo- 
ment, I have the honor to report, for the in- 
formation of His Excellency, the Comman- 
der-in.Chief, the following narrative of events 
connected with the late Fenian invasion at 
this place, in which I was directly concerned. 
Subsequently to my leaving Toronto on the 
morning of Priday Jast, my orders were on 
that occasion, to proceed with the 2d or 
Queen’s Own, 400 strong, to Port Colborne, 
occupy it, and if necessary entrench a posi- 
tion there, and wait for reinforcements and 
further orders before any attack was made on 
the enemy, who, it was represented number- 
ed 1,500 men, and was advancing on that 
point. Although finding great excitement 
along the different stations along the Wel- 
land Railway on the way up, at Port Col- 
borne where I arrived about noon things 
were quie:—no definite news having reached 
there, in consequence of the Fenians having 
cut the wires at Fort Brie, of which place 
they had driven away the officialant 6 a. m., 
that morning. Report, howeyer, said that 
they had, some two hours subsequently, sent 
a party up the track and burned a bridge 
crossing 2 Small stream known os Sauer- 
wine's Creek ; six miles from Erie, on the 
railway to Port Colborne. No news of any 
further approach having been brought in by 
tho numerous scouts sent out by the villagers 
in the forenoon, I proceeded to billet the men 
in order to get them dinner; and then before 
determining to commence the construction of 
any defences, I despatched a messenger 
across to Buck’s Tavern at Stevensville, be 
tween Erie and the town of Welland, to. ns: 
certain an‘l report any movement of the ene 
my in that direction which I thought proba~ 
ble, a8 wafficient time had elapsed to enable 
him to reach Port Colborne, Tad that been 
his intention. Having, through the kinduess 
of Mr, Larmour, the Superintendent of the 
Line, obtained a locomotive, I started down 
the railway wpon & reconnoisance, getting 
down to within six miles of Brie—the burn- 
ing of the bridge mentioned preventing my 
closer approach, 1 tlien learned that the 
bridge had been destroyed by party of yome 
seyen men, who had come up about 7 o, m.. 
who, in addition, stole a number of lorses 
from the farmers in the vicinity, and then 
went back towards the main body, which 
from testimony I had received, it appeared 
had gone down the river'about « mile beiow 
the lower ferry and camped clove to the river 
road, on one Newbiggin's farm. ‘Their num 
ber was variously estimated at from 450 ta 
1,200 men, This testiniony was corroborated 
by the statement of the mounted scouts from 
Buck's tavern, and Stevensville, who return 
odin the evening, and went to show that 
with the exception of parties out horse-steal: 
ing, there had been no Fenians seon in that 
direction, and was rendered cortain by the ar 
rival from Fort Erie of one who had been in 
their camp at six o'clock that evening. Short 
ly before this time, however, Lt. Col, Booker, 
of Hamilton, had arrived with the 18th bat 
talion of volunteers, and being senior officer, 
took command, and continued the communi. 
cation by telegraph which liad beea going on 
beeweon Colonel Peacocke and myself respect 
fog the position and the strength of the ene. 
my, and the beat method of attacking him 
Col, Peacocks, then at Clifton, having, ut 
about 5p. m,, telegraphed me that he had 
ordered the International steamer up to Port 
Colborne, for mo to put upon her « gun, or 
detachmont, in ordér to patrole the river from 
Fort Erle to Chippewa. She not having ar. 
rived at 10.80 p. m., I ordered the Robb a 
werful tug-boat, owned by Captain MoCul 
um, down from Dunnville for that purpose, 
intending to place upon her the Welland 
Battery, without gand—the mon armed with 
Enfield Riflow—and rocelvod a reply that she 
would be down at 3a m., the following 
morning. This was the position of affairs 
when Captain Akers, R, E., arrived from 
Chippewa, nent over by Col. Peacocke to con- 
sult, and to oxpiain Colonel Poacocke’s views 
an to the beat modd of attack.

to have como off had resulted in the capture 
of the enemy, L returned to Fort Erie about 
half-past five o'clock, p. m., proposing to jet 
whatinformation I could about the position 
of our troops, and to telegraph for instruc 
tions as to what should be done with the 
prisoners who had amounted now, including 
those taken in the village and neighborhood 
during the day, to some 60 or 65 men, The 
number I can’t give preolsely, ua I had only 
got as far as thosomames given in the mar 
gin, making out amemorandum of each case, 
Having, Inthe meantime, made up my mind 
to send the prisoners by the tug to Welland 
gaol, Thad them brought down and embark. 
éd there in charge of the reeve, when the 
alarm was given that the Fenians were en- 
tering the town in force, In fact, the firat 
messenger had hardly delivered the news 
when a second came in to say that they were 
within a quarter of a mile coming down the 
street along the river, [ went over from the 
pier to satisfy myself, and saw them in num- 
bers, as I judged, abont 150 advancing upon 
the atreet indicated, Supposing them to be 
of the material and of the same miserable 
character physically as the prisoners we had 
buen taking all day, { thought the detachment 
1 had with the boat, even if we had to resort 
to the bayonet, sufficient for them, and con- 
cluded that my duty lay In making a stand 
againgt them, This detachment conalated, 
as before mentioned, of the Welland field 
battory, 64 men, and three officers, and of a 
portion, some eighteen men and one officer, 
exclusive of the guard over the prisoners on 
the boat of the Dunnville Naval Co, I first 
took the precaution to put the prisoners un: 
der hatches and then advancing to meet the 
enemy about 150 yards, drew up my little 
command across the street, As they came 
within about 200 yards they opened fire on 
us, when my detachment, by order, fired a 
volley from each of the companies, upon 
which a severé flank fire was opened on, us 
from the west, and on looking in that direc- 
tion, L observed for the first tlme two coneld- 
erable bodies of the enemy running in a 
northerly parallel with the river, evidently 
with the intention of cutting ua off, and get- 
ting possession both of us and/of the steam 
er at the same time. Under the ciroumstan- 
ces, a8 | considered if we tried to escape by 
the tug, the enemy might be there as soon as 
we, and so achieve his double object, I there- 
fore concluded that my duty lay in saving 
tho prisoners we had on board, and prevent- 
ing the enemy from Betting possession of the 
vessel which I Knew, and he probably knew 
algo, was hid Only means of escape, and I 
therefore ordered the captain to cast off and 
fret out inthe stream, and ordered my men 
to retreat and do the best they could to get 
away, each man for himself, During this 
time, a heayy fire was kept up on us both in 
front and flank, and I had the grief of seeing 
many of my men fall. We retreated down 
the front street under a very heavy , though 
comparatively ineffective fire, several of the 
men,contrary to my advice,taking shelter ina 
house, the door of which stood open as they 
passed—there being littlé or no cessation in 
the fire upon us, I directed them not to re- 
main under it longer than was necessary, and 
I turned into the premises of a friend in the 
lower part of the village where I lay conceal- 
ed. Although the premises were searched 
twice, the ruffians stating their intention to 
come athird time,and threatened if I were not 
given up as they had seen me enter the gate 
thay would destroy the property. ‘lwo of 
my men, ong of them wounded, had pre. 
viously taken shelter in the house, They 
were captured, Fearing another search, [ 
dressed in disguise furnished by my friends, 
and then came ont and remained in the yil- 
Tage tll nightfall, when I got through 
the lines and struck acroas the country 
in search of Colonel Peacocke—finding 
lis camp, at about five miles back of Fort 
Erie, arriving there at 8 o'clock a, m,, 
I then accompanied his force back to this 
place, during its operations later in the day ; 
of all which, as also of the eacepe of the en- 
emy during the night, that officer's report 
will doubtless inform you. On my return, 1 
was able to learn, for the first time some of 
the casualties in the affair of the previous 
evening, I feel rejoiced not to have to re 
port any losaof Jitein my detachment, al 
though I was given to understand that there 
were some five wounded in the Welland Bat- 
tery, two of them #0 severely as to regult, in 
each case, in the logx of n log. These, I re 
ret to say, were Captain King, of the Wel- 
land Battery, and one man of the Dunnville 
Naval Company. | None of the officers, ox 
cepting Capt. King, Were wounded, A re- 
turo of the casualties ix appended hereto. 
‘The enemy sulfered moreseverely, Three of 
his number were killed outright, and four 
were mortally wounded, two of whom died 
yesterday morning.’ ‘Tho other two had been 
allowed, under the ciroufastances, by the 
reeve, Dr. Kempson, with the permission, as 
I understand, of Colonel Lowry, to be taken 
to the Buffalo Hospital, Mr, Scholfield, the 
Lieutenant of the Welland Battery, who had 
gone to Welland to get hia men together 
again, some of them having escaped acrons 
the country to their homes during the night, 
ig ordered without delay, when in a position 
to. do #0, to prepare an accurate lst of casi, 
lites {fo the battwry, I have detained this 
report Homewhat in order to got his return, 
Should there prove to have been any casual 
ties not as yet reported, I will lose no time 
in sending forward u list of tlie aan T ap.

company of artillery, and I proceeded witl it 
patrolling the rond and heights between Fort 
Erle and Black Creck. Between 30 and 40 
prisoners were taken by the company or 
janded over by civilians and put on board 
the tug at Black Creek. Seeing, nothing 
more to be done at Fort Erie, I drove up to 
the railway station, on the line to Colborne, 
to ascertain whether telegraphic communica 
tion had been opened, and obtained what tn- 
formation I could. This station is about 
half a mile from Fort Eric and to the west 

ward of the high road from Colborne. I had 
hardly entered the'station when I heard the 
cry that troops were coming down the hill 
between myself and the town. I jumped 
into my conveyance aud turned towards Erie 
to give the alarm to the company of volun- 
toers left there, Finding the approach to 
Erie cut off'and the enemy's skirmishers 
stealing round to surround me, I turned 
round gnd drove to the shore in the direction 
of Colborne, Near Ridgeway, I turned ap 
towards the high road, and passing the rail- 
way bridge found it on fire. I stopped. and 
got some buckets from a neighboring farm, 
and, with the assistance of the driver, man- 
aged to put ont the fire, I then went on to 
the garrison road,where I heard an account 
of the engagement with Col. Booker’s force 
and of its retreat to Colborne, I found two 
wounded men at a rond-side house; one of 
them I took into Colborne; the other was 
too badly hurt to move. I arrived at Col- 
borne between 6 and 7in the evening: The 
force had buen increased aince the previous 
day, and now consisted of the seven P. A. O. 
with 4 Companies of the 24 Oxford and the 
Dumbro Company attached, 2 Companies of 
Home Guard, the Caledonia and the Queen's 
Own and 18th—in all about 1400 men. ‘The 
garrison was in the greatest state of donfu- 
sion, and the troops that had been engaged 
in the morning considerably exhausted for 
want :f reat and food. I ordered Whiat ‘is- 
sistance I could to Col. Booker, who appeared 
quite overcome by fatigas and anxiety, He 
begged me to undertake all necessary ar 
rangements, nnd Inter in the evening reqnes- 
ted me to take the command out of his 
hands, Finding this was the wish of other 
volunteer officers of supérior rank to myself, 
I telegraphed for instructions, and was de- 
sired by Col, Lowry to take the command. 
T posted a line of outlying pickets, at m Ya 
ding of one mile fram the town, extending 
from the shore to the Welland Canal, with 
strong supports In rear, and ordered the re 

mainder of the troops to’ lie down ‘and get 
what rest they could. I telegraplied if yari- 
ous directions for food and ammunition, and 
by 2 a.m., on Sunday 8d, had a good supply of 
both, About 1 o'clock; the alarm was soun- 
ed, and officers und civilians rushed up in 
forming me that the enemy was marching 
n us in forced and within 500 yards weat of 
tle town, whore I had placed no pickets.— 
The alarm was éntirely without foundation, 
but had the éffect of depriving the troops of 
the few hours rest they might have had. All 
through the night, reporta were coming In of 
large forces being landed on the shore ‘be 
tween Colborne and Erle, alao entirely with 
out foundation. I sent the tug-boat however 
still kept at our service by its owner, Mr.
